GENERAL CRONJE'S SURRENDER. 


What Cecil. Rhudes calls “the greatest commercial asset 
in the world’ now floats over Gen. Cronje’s camp. After 
a heroic resisiance of nearly two weeks that commander was 
forced to surrender his little force to overwhelming numbers. 

What effect this disaster will have upon the war remains to 
be seen. It does not appear that Cronje had many men with 
him, relatively speaking—nvt more than 4000 or 5000. He prob- 
ably accomplished his object, which was to block the British 
advarce upon Bloemfontein until the allies could prepare a 
defense. When Roberts approaches the Free State capital 
the real line of defense will probably be revealed. 

But whatever the direct consequence the splendid fight 
made by the Dutch has not been in vain. It has riveted 
the attention of the civilized world upon the great conffict. 
The real nature of the war is revealing itself, so that even 
the English people are beginning to doubt. 

The Boers are fighting the battle of humanity against the 
grossest materialism. They may be overpowered, but their 
example will be a light to all the world and will help lovers of 
true freedom in all lands to resist the encroachments of the 
new tyranny of greed. 
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The Republican leaders do not propose to let either the 
constitution or the principle of justice stand between the 
party and ite campaign fund contributors. 
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IS LOVE REALLY BLIND? 


A few days ago the Post-Dispatch printed a letter from 
An Anxious Benedict,”” who described himself as a young 
man secking a wife, but having much difficulty in finding 
his ideal woman. The writer told in frank phrases how he 
had tried one ficld after another.

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Gen. Cronje’s surrender was a timely occasion for British 
rejoicing and ought to suggest an opportune basis for peace 
negotiations. Ase the big power fighting a little power, Great 
Britain should be ready to accept any fair terms of peace. 
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INSANELY UNREASONABLE, 


It is abeurd to expect the Republican bosses in control of 
the city administration to accept the suggestion that the 
police may do the work of eprinkling inspection. There are 
two irresistible reasons against the proposition. 

In the first place, turning over this work to the police 
would cut off from the salary list a large number of Re- 
publicana who depend upon the party for support and who 
are serviceable for campaign work.
